Bluebeard Pays With Own 
Life for Taking That 
of Eleven Mates. 
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No Friends Attend 
Body of Gus Gloom 
Lying: Alone Today

25.-—Henr' 
D. Landru, 
“The 
Bluebeard 
of 
Gambais,” convicted of the murder 
of ten women and one youth, gave 
his lifc| this morning in exchange 
for the l l he had taken. 
The tri-angle knife of the guil­ 
lotine was used to take his life and 
fell at 6:0§, 25 minutes after the 
time originally set for the execution, 
th^ delay causing many to express 
the erroneous opinion that Landru 
was making a confession. 
Mysterious until death, Landru 
resented Father Loiselles’ query as 
to whether he had any confession 
to make. 
“It is an insult to a man like 
me,*' was his reply. “Had 
I 
any 
confession to make, I would have 
made it long ago.” But never did he 
utter the word ‘innocent*’ as lie had 
failed to utter it during the 34 
months of imprisonment and the 
21 days of his trial. 
Won’t Take Sacrament. 
He refused 
the sacrament bur 
conversed a few minutes with the 
priest. 
“I shall be brave, never fear,” 
he told the clergyman. When Land­ 
ru awakened he heard the sound 
of hamm*FS' as 
workers 
erected 
•‘the timbers of justice” 
by 
the 
flickering light of two old fashion­ 
ed candle lanterns. 
The guillotine was erected only 
ft few feet from the main entrance 
to the jail. At 6 o’clock the door 
of thq| prison opened slowly. When 
Landru appeared he was clad in 
dark trousers and white shirt. His 
beard, which was one of his most 
notable characteristics, and whicli 
has .become familiar to thousands 
through publication of his portrait 
during the trial, had been trimmed, 
his head was shaved and his neck 
and face were deathly pale. 
Stocal to End. 
He walked exactly five steps, be­ 
fore the 
executioner's 
assistants 
caught him around the waist and 
leveled him on the table, which was 
immediately 
upended. 
The 
heavy 
weighted knife slid down and the 
whole affair was over in less than 
20 seconds. 
Landru never faltered from the 
time he appeared in the door; he 
gave the! guillotine one look, squar­ 
ed his shoulders and walked erect, 
uttering not a word. 
The crowd, which had been kept 
et such a distance that it saw noth­ 
ing of the details, uttered no cry 
end the silence was only broken 
by the buglei sounding reveille in 
the nearby barracks. The platoon 
of cavalry with sabers drawn sa­ 
luted as the “mystery man” went 
to his death. 
Charmed 283 Women. 
Henri Desire Landru, “the Blue­ 
beard of Kambais,” was arrested on 
April 4, 1919, on l l counts of 
murder growing out of the) disap­ 
pearance of a boy and IO womeu 
to whom he had promised marriage. 
The charmer of 283 women of all 
ages from 26 to 60, many of them 
foolish aud wealthy widows, was 
born in Paris In 1869. He was a 
mechanical engineer and had been 
well educated. 
Landru had previously engaged 
the attention of the police through 
his swindling operations for which 
he was sentenced to prison for a 
term of four years. He was mar­ 
ried and had two grown children. 
.He was a dark-visaged man with 
shining bald head and long, black 
whisky’s and during the progress 
of his trial for murder, which be­ 
gan Nov. 7, 1921, before the Ver­ 
sailles Assizes and ended the fol­ 
lowing Nov. 30, he participated dra­ 
matically in his own defense. 
The backbone of his defense was 
that thcwe was an absolute lack of 
proof that the “missing” women 
were dead. The legal accusations 
against him were comprised in 50,- 
000 pages of evidence which re­ 
quired three hours to read in court. 
About 125 witnesses appeared for 
the 
prosecution and 
defense. 
A 
large quantity of charred bones and 
ashes, alleged to be the remains 
of Landrum victims, was brought 
to Versailles in five sealed easels 
as well * as many of the personal 
belongings found in the little villa 
at Gambais _ where 
the 
modern 
Bluebeard lured his Anancees to 
death. 
To Rob the Women. 
Landru’s motive in committing 
the murders was the sordid one of 
robbing the women of their meager 
savings. The police proved that he 
rented the cottage at Gambais, a

Old Man Gloom is dead. 
He passed away this morning 
just as the first streaks of dawn 
began to appear. He struggled 
manfully all through the night, 
but the nurses in attendance 
said at midnight they could tell 
the end was near. He died 
fighting to the last, as he had 
lived. 
There were 
no 
mourners 
about the death bed. Not a 
tear has been shed over the 
remains. 
Unmourned, 
unsung 
and seemingly 
forgotten 
by 
those he had refused to help, 
he passed into another wd?ld, 
there to spread the sorrow and 
lamentations he spread for so 
many months hereabout. 
The body will not be taken to 
the undertaking parlors. Under, 
takers were willing to render 
what assistance they could, but 
preferred that the body lje in 
some secluded spot until the 
funeral ceremony which will 
he held next Wednesday, under 
the auspices of the American 
Legion.

throng of onlookers surged towards 
the middle of the - street, leaving 
only a narrow aisle through which 
the shrouded m^n passed silently. 
Banners carried by the mysterious 
footmen warnqpi Roff to “be careful 
whose bond you sign.” Other ban­ 
ners said “We are IOO ^Percent 
American,” 
“Officers, 
Do 
Your 
Duty,” and “Put the Bibiri Back in 
the Public Schools.” 
The men marched slowly through 
the main part 
of 
town, 
wound 
around a block, and traversed the 
business district the second time.. 
The parade disappeared near the 
old power plant. 
This was tho second public ap­ 
pearance of the Klan here. The first 
announcement of its presence came 
early last summer when a lone 
horseman rode through the streets 
before the gaze of a startled czpwd.

Next he decided to add up his own 
profits or losses and went into the 
contracting business. 
He is now 
the senior member of the firm of 
Dunn-McCarty Co., builders of rail­ 
roads. 
Dunn 
became

with 
Cleveland 14 years ago while su­ 
pervising a big contract in that 
city. Several years later when he 
heard that the town was_ on the 
rocks, baseballically speaking, 
he 


couldn’t imagine such a thing. And 
when Charley Somers was advised 
by a banker’s committee to sell his 
Cleveland Baseball club holdings 
Dunn jumped at the chance to buy 
the club. His associates are main­ 
ly his partners in the contracting 
business who wanted a hobby, too. 
And you’ll usually find a half dozen 
of them around at an Indian game 
every time the team gets within 
a night's ride of Chi. 
Jim had tried other hobbies. He 
rwas a member of the Iowa National 
Guard for years and was a sergeant 
when mustered out.

In Iowa folk will tell you that Jim 
is a hummer.

LOW SHOES DON’T MAKE ANKLES 
OF GIRLS BECOME BIGGER, SAYS 
PHYSICAL DIRECTOR OF CO-EDS 


NORMAN, Feb. 
25.— (Spec-, 
ial)—Low shoes do not cause 
girls’ ankles to become larger. 
Girls need not 
worry 
and 
wish for the return of high 
shoes. The trim,, dainty ankle 
may still be retained with low 
cut shoqp, according to Miss 
Ima James, instructor in physi­ 
cal education in the University 
of Oklahoma. 
No well fitted shoe will enlarge 
the ankle. High. top shoes are 
almost a thing of the past on 
the campus. This condition pre­ 
vails throughout the country at 
the present time. High shoos 
are simply not worn. 
Dr. IL. A. Turley, 
assistant 
dean of the school of medicine, 
said that there was only one in­ 
stance when low shoes would 
enlarge the ankles. 
That 
is 
when thq individual’s ankles 
have a tendency to swell. In 
that case high shoes would pre­ 
vent them from becoming per­ 


manently enlarged. Otherwise 
he states that low shoes have 
no bad effect. 
Dr. Gayfree Ellison, profes­ 
sor of 
bacteriology, 
believes 
that there is no reason why low 
shoes should enlarge ankles. 
. It is not advisable to wear a 
low heeled shoe without some 
kind, of a strap for support. 
Flat box heels are good for 
the feet but the prevalent "baby 
Louis" heel is 
injurious 
be­ 
cause it continually turns the 
ankle over. 
I 
High shoes are recommended 
for weak ankles. Pumps, slip­ 
pers without straps, cause a 
very ugly walk. 
There are practically no high 
heeled shoes 
worn 
on. 
the 
campus. Many absolutely heel­ 
less shoes are worn but the 
very low heel is most common. 
High heels are 
almost 
alto­ 
gether restricted 
to 
evening 
wear.

"Breaking down this deep-seated 
prejudice fs the great task of those 
who seek to reach the workers,’’

B. C. King made 
some caustic remarks on the work 
of the commission. It was voted to 
take steps to recommend a change 
in the constitution permitting mu­ 
nicipalities to make their own con­ 
tracts and taking from the commis­ 
sion the power to disregard such 
agreements.
